As remarked in the previous report, the 
course of the market for Bengal Opium, 
since the dispatch of last mail, has been 

overned by the nature of advices from the 
Korth regarding the yield and cultivation 
of native drug. In. the absence of at 
comfirmation of what has boon reported, 
the advance last noted in the value of the 
drug has nof been maintained, and the 
rates for both kinds-as rapidly receded ag 
they advanced. As the quantity of Indian 
drug is kept increasing, not much import: 
ance is attached to the feports above 
adverted to regarding the native produce; 
hence the dealers have been rather cautious 
in operating during the interval under 
notice, The rates stand at $576 to $6774 
for Patna, and $524 to $665 for Benares. 

The receipts for the month, xo far, shew 
an aggregate of 8,602 chests, against 8,542 
chests to the corresponding date last year. 
Daring the past fortnight some 560 chests 
have been taken by the local consumers, 
against 800 chests. at the corresponding 
period Inst year, This, with the exporta- 
tions, leaves the available supply computed 
at 4,200 chests, against 8,600 chests same 
time last year. Of this Inst quantity 600 
chests. were Benares, of which kind the 
present stock comprises 1,000 cheats,
